CONCLUDED. 
On the 24th convinced that all our exertions 
wine powerkM to prevent the ship from ffoing 
ashore unless our anchor* would bold her, I 
had our three beat boats fitted out w ith pro­ 
vision* and water, ready iii case we were 
forced to abandon the ship. 
About S o’clock 
on the afternoon of the 24th, tho ship being 
close to the outer line of breakers, our an­ 
chors wore let go, 
but, aa I feared, both 
chains snapped like pieces of rotten twine, 
and the ’Winged Racer’*’ doom was sealed. 
She drifted among the breakers, when no al­ 
ternative was left us but abandonment, which 
we effected without accident soon afterward. 
The three boats contained seven men each, 
in charge of myself, the first and second 
mate*. 
In my boat was the man Ned, who 
had not deserted “Jimmy Ducks," but hieught 
him along, we having left no live thing on 
board the “Winged Racer,” but the buts and 
cockroach*.*. 
The gale was still a strong one 
when our three boats’ crews setout for Chai lei 
lilnnd, a sterile reef some ten miles distant 
We had in each boat ten days’ provisions and 
a considerable quantity of water, beside 
compass, a chart, sail, and oars; and myself 
and the mutes' boat had a sextant and a 
quadrant, respectively. 
My order* were for 
the b mls to keep together as closely a i possi 
hie during the night, and the one first srriv 
tag at Charles island to remain until joined by 
tho others. 
About two o’clock on the morning after 
leaving tile wreck my boat arrived at Charles 
island, nfier a boisterous and dangerous pas 
sage, Hie sea being so high the boat was con 
stantly shipping water, which not only coin 
pellcd one of the men to keep bailing, but 
spoiled all our bread, and damaged our other 
provisions, whilo it wet us to the skin, and, 
as the cold was intense, caused us much 
suffering. 
I managed to lay to under the lee 
of the island until daylight, when, being 
joined by tho mates' boat w* made a landing 
and waited the arrival of tho second mate and 
party. 
After a sojourn of three days on 
Charles island, a desolate, .rocky reef, barren 
of vegetation, the gale continuing with una 
bated fury, the weather bitterly cold, and the 
second mate's boat not making its appear 
auce, we sorrowfully concluded it bad foun­ 
dered with all who were In it, aud our stock 
of provisions being limited, we started east­ 
ward with the two boat!, bound for Sandy 
Point, in the Strait of Magellan, the son still 
running high, but the pros|»ect of starvation 
leaving ub no alternative. 
On the night following our departure from 
Charles island, my boat was capelzed by 
“broaching to,” and although ;we succeeded 
In righting it, and bailed it out, we lost our 
mast, aail, navigating instruments, provis­ 
ions, and what little spare clothing we had. 
We were now in a sad plight. 
The gale con 
Untied, and from tagging al the oars with 
very little food and water, our progress was 
slow, and our strength fast wasting away. 
After days of hard work at the oars with 
insufficient food, in terribly ooid weather, and 
our IxHlies constantly wet by the salt spray, 
on the lith of July we reached a small, rocky 
Mend aliout sixty miles distant from Sandy 
Point. Our provisions, brought from the 
ship, were now all exhausted, and we subsist­ 
ed for several days on a species ef shell fish, 
which we found in the island. We were growing 
weaker day by day from want and exposure, 
when, on the 29th day of July, James Black, 
one of the mate’s boats' crew, died. The day 
following Charles Adams and David Johnson, 
two of my boat’s crew died from starvation 
and cold. The next day Francis Harvey, the 
ship’s carpenter, who was also of my boat’* 
crew, died, and, myself and the remainder 
of the party were now in tho last extremity 
We were too weak to hunt for shell fish, and 
the dog, “Jimmy Ducks,” which, up to that 
time had shared our ill fortunes, was all that 
stood between us and actual starvation. We 
killed poor Jimmy, (be was very poor) and 
for three days we subsisted on his flesh, eat­ 
ing it raw, as we had no means for making a 
fire to took it. 
When the last bit of the flesh 
or the dog hail been served out and eaten, we 
knew that if help did did not soon come it 
would come too late. 
After being nearly 
three days with no food whatever, on August 
lith, forty-eight days from the time we aban­ 
doned the “ Winged Racer” in the breakers, 
we were taken off tho island (where we left 
the stark bodies of five of our number) by the 
schooner “Eagle," which vessel belonged to 
Port Stanley, Falkner Islands, and was en­ 
gaged in the capture of seals. 
When taken from the island by the crow of 
the sailing schooner, we were so weak and 
helpless we had to be carried. 
On board the 
schooner we received every attention that 
kind hearts could suggest and willing bands 
administer, and in her we were conveyed to 
Sandy Point, arriving there the day after l»e- 
ing taken from the island. 
When we reached Sandy Point, and our 
condition was made known to tho Governor, 
he kindly provided us with board and clothing, 
the latter of which we were almost as much 
in need of as the former. 
We stayed only 
three days at Sandy Point when a United 
States man-of-war steamer, the Ontario, com­ 
mander Ziiler, came in port, touching there 
on her passage from her late station in the Rio 
Janeiro. 
We were kindly received on board 
the “Ontario" by commander Ziiler and bis 
officers, and given a passage to Rio, and from 
there were sent homo to the United State* by 
the American Consul Aud that, my lad*, is 
the story of how I came to eat raw dog. 
Well, Undo Blue Jacket, we are mach 
obliged to you for the story, and the oranges 
and we much prefer tho orauges to the raw 
dog—though raw 
dog 
(in 
a story) and 
oranges dou’t make a bad sandwich.”

CONCLUDED. 
On the 24th convinced that all our exertions 
were powerless to prevent the ship from ftoing 
ashore unless our anchors would hold her, I 
had our three best boats fitted out with pro­ 
visions and water, ready in case we were 
forced to abandon the ship. About 3 o’clock 
on the afternoon of the 24th, the ship being 
close to the outer line of breakers, our an­ 
chors wore let go, but, as I feared, both 
chains snapped like pieces of rotten twine, 
and the ‘Winged Racer’s’ doom was sealed. 
Sha drifted among the breakers, when no al­ 
ternative was left us but abandonment, which 
we effected without accident soon afterward. 
The three boats contained seven men each, 
In charge or myself, the first and second 
mates. In my boat was the man Ned, who 
had not deserted “Jimmy Ducks,” but brought 
him along, wo having left no live thing on 
board the “Winged Racer,” but the bats and 
cockroaches. The gale wa3 still a strong one 
when our three boats’ crews sot out for Charles 
island, a sterile reef some ten miles distant. 
We had hi each boat ten days’ provisions and 
a considerable quantity of water, beside a 
compass, a chart, sail, and oars; and myself 
and the mates’ boat had a sextant and a 
quadrant, respectively. My orders were for 
the boats to keep together as closely as possi­ 
ble during the night, and the one first arriv­ 
ing at Charles island to remain until joined by 
the others. 
About two o’clock on the morning after 
leaving the wreck my boat arrived at Charles 
island, after a boistorous and dangerous pas­ 
sage, the sea being so high the boat was con­ 
stantly shipping water, which not only com­ 
pelled one of the men to keep bailing, but 
spoiled all our bread, and damaged our other 
provisions, while it wet U3 to the skin, and, 
as the cold was intense, caused us much 
suffering. I managed to lay to under the Ice 
of the island until daylight, when, being 
joined by the mates’ boat we made a landing 
and waited the arrival of the second mate and 
party. After a sojourn of three days on 
Charles island, a desolate, jocky reef, barren 
of vegetation, the gale continuing with una­ 
bated fury, the weather bitterly cold, and the 
second mate’s boat not making its appear­ 
ance, we sorrowfully concluded it bad foun­ 
dered with all who were in it, and onr stock 
of provisions being limited, we started east­ 
ward with the two boats, bound for Sandy 
Point, in the Strait of Magellan, the soa still 
running high, but the prospect of starvation 
leaving us no alternative. 
On the night following our departure from 
Charles island, my boat was capsized by 
“broaehiug to,” and although Jwe succeeded 
in righting it, and bailed it out, we lost our 
mast, sail, navigating instruments, provis­ 
ions, and what little spare clothing w e had. 
We were now in a sad plight. The gale con­ 
tinued, and from tugging at the oars with 
very little food and water, our progress was 
slow, aud our strength fast wasting away. 
After days of hard work at the oars with 
insufficient food, in terribly cold weather, and 
our bodies constantly wet by the salt spray, 
on the 11th of July we reached a small, rocky 
islend about sixty miles distant from Sandy 
Point. Our provisions, brought from the 
ship, were now all exhausted, and we subsist­ 
ed for several days on a species of sbell fish, 
which we found in the island. We were growing 
weaker day by day from want and exposure, 
when, on the 28th day oí July, Jame3 Black, 
one of the mate’s boats' crew, died. The day 
following Charles Adams and David Johnson, 
two of my boat’s crew died from starvation 
and cold. The next day Francis Harvey, the 
ship’s carpenter, who was also of my boat’s 
crew, died, and, myself and the remainder 
of the party were now in the last extremity. 
We were too weak to hunt for shell fish, and 
the dog, “Jimmy Ducks,” which, up to that 
time had shared our ill fortunes, was all that 
stood between us and actual starvation. We 
killed poor Jimmy, (he was very poor) and 
for three days we subsisted on his flesh, eat­ 
ing it raw, as we had no means for making a 
fire to eook it. When the last bit of the flesh 
of the dog had been served out and eaten, we 
knew that if belp did did not soon come it 
would come too late. After being nearly 
three days with no rood whatever, on August 
11(1), forty-eight days from the time we aban­ 
doned the “Winged Racer” in the breakers, 
we were taken off the island (where we left 
the stark bodies of five of our number) by tbe 
schooner “Eagle,” which vessel belonged to 
Port Stanley, Falkner Islands, and was en­ 
gaged in the capture of seals. 
When taken from the island by the crew of 
the sailing schooner, we were so weak and 
helpless we had to be carried. On board the 
schooner we received every attention that 
kind hearts could suggest and willing hands 
administer, and in her we were conveyed to 
Sandy Point, arriving there the day after be­ 
ing taken from the island. 
When we reached Sandy Point, and our 
condition was made known to the Governor, 
he kindly provided us with board and clothing, 
the latter of which we were almost as much 
in need of as the former. We stayed only 
three days at Sandy Point when a United 
States man-of-war steamer, the Ontario, com­ 
mander Ziller, came in port, touching there 
on her passage from her late station in the Rio 
Janeiro. We were kindly received on board 
the “Ontario” by commander Ziller and his 
officers, and given a passage to Rio, and from 
there were sent homo to the United States by 
the American Consul And that, my lads, is 
the story of how I came to eat raw dog. 
“Well, Uncle Blue Jacket, we are mnch 
obliged to you for the story, and the oranges

dog—though raw dog (in a story) and 
oranges don’t make a bad sandwich.”

Twenty-three ladies, so far, have 
been taken out of the rubbish on the shore. 
Whole blocks of tenement houses, filled with 
women and children, were swept down the 
streams aud all the inmates, of course, were 
lost. 
At this hour (12 s.,) bodies are constantly 
tieing brought in aud laid in Hie church.

STRINGFIELD, Muss., May 17—L atest.— The 
most terrible disaster in the annal* of Massa­ 
chusetts occurred in Hampshire county on 
Saturday. 
The Williamsburg reservoir, cov­ 
ering over one hundred acres, gave way early 
in the forenoon, precipitating Hie vast mass of 
water it contained three miles down Hie steep 
and narrow valley into th* thriving manufac­ 
turing village of Williamsburg, and thence 
further down the valley through the villages 
of Haydenville, Leeds und Florence into th* 
Northampton meadows, where the stream 
empties into the Conneticut River. 
Tho huge 
torrent dashing into Williamsburg with resist­ 
less force swept away in a moment the m anu­ 
facturing establishments aud dwellings, caus­ 
ing enormous destruction of propartj and ter­ 
rible loss of human life.

The gatekeejier has several 
times expressed fears to his employers, calling 
special attention once to the point where the 
break occurred; but the examiners always re­ 
ported everything safe. 
The direct cause of 
tho disaster, aside from the general weakness 
of the dam, must remain the subject of specu­ 
lation. 
The gatekeeper detected no sign of 
danger when he examined the situation at 
early dawn, and what the lait straw was that 
broke the back of the reservoir eau never be 
definitely known.

The reporter of the Springfield Republican

closed the gateway. 
In the very bed of the 
stream uoHiiug is left, aud where the water 
now flows harmlessly along iii it* ancient 
channel uot a stone remain* from the top to 
Hie bottom. 
A ani ail portion of the eastern 
part of the reservoir and a large section of the 
western still remain, iii all porbap* one-sixth 
of tim original extent, broken aud jagged oo 
its edges. 
Below the reservoir the sight 
most impressive. 
A vast mas* of water 
suddenly let loose and dashing down the nar­ 
row valley bas wrought such devastation 
one would not have believed (Rinsible without 
seeing it. 
Tim very bed of the stream ha* 
been cut, iii places many feet below its original 
course, aud for a long distance Hie valley 
dotted aud sometimes covered with huge rock* 
torii from the wall of the reservoir, while trees 
that in many places lined its bank* have quite 
vanished and tboso that marked the outer 
edge of the torrent ate all tattered and torn.

Sgenoa I. The sidewalks on each side of that 
portion of Washington avenue, lo said city, lying 
between North Front st. and Lucas avenue [aald 
part of Washington avenue havlug been graded to 
Its full width] are hereby required to lie construct­ 
ed, curbed and guttered In the number and of the 
materials, and within the tune hereinafter speci­ 
fied. 
9 2. The curb* shall be so set as to give a uni­ 
form width of ten feet from the street edge of the 
curt' stone to the line of the street. 
i a. The curls, and gutters shad to* laid and set 
according to the grade established for said portion 
of the street, and the curbs on the corner* of 
streets shall be set on the proper curve. 
i 4. I'he curbstones shall be at least JO Inches In 
depth aud of the usual thickness, and the gutter 
stones shall be IX Inches wide and the usual thick­ 
ness. 
S 0. The sidewalks shall be flagged, or graveled, 
or covered 
with any hard materials giving a 
proper surface for sidewalks, according to the 
grade, aud shall have a ruing Inclination of one- 
half an Inch to each foot from the outer edge of 
the curbstone toward* the buildings or street line. 
i 6. The Improvement* required by this ordi­ 
nance shall be made arid completed by the sib day 
of June next. 
4 7. lf any of aald improvements be not made 
or done within the time above specified, by the 
owner* or occupants respec tively of the land* ad­ 
joining Ute sidewalks so to be improved as afore­ 
said, the same will lie made and done by the said 
Common Council at the expenses of such owners 
or occupants respectively. This ordinance shall 
lie published pursuant to the charter of said city.

John Smith 
consider him a remarkably able statesman 
when they read the remarks ho bought of 
some Washington machine writer and pub­ 
lished as his own. Humbugs have the vital­ 
ity of cats, and live though their lives are 
pricked nine times a day. Scores of our ex 
changes cooliy put before their readers in 
every issue as original editorials coined ver 
batim without a line of credit, but there arc 
people who believe in them, and why not in 
Congressmen’s speeches ? 
If the spirit of American liberty is al all 
discouraged under the wear and tearof inves­ 
tigations and reports and charges of corrup 
lion, thefts and official villainy in high places, 
a ray of cheer comes from across the water, 
in the very home, soto speak, of despotism 
If wo began to think our free institutions 
were a failure 
because under them 
these things happen, we needn’t rush yet 
awhile abroad, for Russia lias just been com­ 
pelled to hit the skirts of even royalty itself in 
its search for thieves. When the telegram 
was lirsl received that Prince Nicholas had 
been arrested, everybody expected the next 
Hash would g've us the details of a dreadful 
conspiracy against the crown. 13ul the win­ 
ter palace has had no narrow escape, neither 
lias the Czar’s life been in danger. It is only 
a vulgar little theft Prince Nicholas has been 
engaged in; lie stole his mother’s jewels to be­ 
stow them upon an actress, an act a republican 
might have done if desirous oí following the 
fashion. 


Weston- 
Weston lias failed, as was expected, as lie 
has a chronic habit of pitching his stake just 
beyond h is reach. What might have been a 
great success is thus a discouraging failure, 
principally valuable to the betters who staked 
their coppers against the gamey little pede* 
trian. And yet the exhibition lias been 
remarkable one. He walked 115 miles in ten 
minutes and two seconds less than twenty 
four hours, which is certainly a wonderful 
thing for a man to do. 
And lie followed 
with four more days of walking, the lowest 
number of miles, 58, being reached the day 
succeeding his great feat, with 62 the next, 
68 the next, and G7 on Friday, nuking 367 
mile3 in five days. In these days of steam 
cars and swift boats we would consider a drive 
of 52 miles rather heavy for a horse, while Mr, 
Bergli would certainly nab the man who 
should urge his steed 115 miles in one day 
Mr. Weston’s walking is another very satisfac 
tory showing of the fact that it is steady work 
that tells in walking as in everything else 
The man who works by fils and starts, under 
spurtá of genius or inclination as suddenly 
evaporating, seldom accomplishes much 
permanent value, but the chap who pegs on 
at a steady, unwavering gait scores up an as 
tonislnng record before Ins sun sets. 


But even then his troubl«« ended not; bat 
here he Is, long after every relative he had Is 
departed, and tbere’3 nobody to stand by him 
to lend him a helping hand or a comforting 
shinplaster, here he Is compelled to go Into 
court to prove his character against a reckless 
penny-a-liner. This wretch has asserted the 
whole Cardiff Giant isn’t worth the paltry sum 
of eight dollars! 
Eight dollars, forsooth I 
Why no respectable giant, even if he never 
saw Cardiff and knew no more euphonious 
birth-place than Squedunk or Ponckhockie, 
would value even so small a portion of him­ 
self as an ear or a nose at less than a thou­ 
sand dollars. A pretty plea it would have 
been for any railroad that might have cata3- 
trophated him to have claimed he was only 
worth eight dollars 1 We imagine a jury of 
his countrymen would soon have brought that 
company to terms with a swinging verdict 
among the teus of thousands. We must watch 
this libel suit with care, for if ever a gentle­ 
man liad good cause for complaint this vener­ 
able old worthy, who has come down to us 
from a past generation, can justly claim to 
have.

quicker feet of the pursuing torrent gave him 
only time to grasp his beloved with one arm 
while lie clung to a tree with the other. They 
were saved, hut ghastly rows of dead lay in 
the valley when the llood went down. 
Just such a scene as this lias happened, 
s ive that no lover bold spurred his steed in 
advance of the foaming torrent to warn the 
hapless ones in its path. Our telegrams bring 
us a sad story from Massachusetts, where 
three manufacturing villages, in which people 
were crowded like bees in hives, have been 
almost entirely destroyed by a calamity s«l- 
dom read of except in fiction. Three reser­ 
voirs gave way on Saturday, and the immense 
quantity of water imprisoned in their walls 
broke loose and was flung upon the villages in 
an overwhelming, destroying torrent. 
Of 
course the loss lias been fearful; pecuniarily 
it will reacli muuy thousands of dollars, but 
there is a heavier loss than that. As we 
write the death-roll lias swelled beyond a liun- 
dred, but there are more to be brought in. 
Happily this kind of calamity is very rare, 
and should be well-nigh impossible. There 
had been no heavy freshet to weaken the 
batiks, and apparently there was no more 
reason for apprehension than weeks before. 
What terrible masters we Lave when our meek 
servants, water, fire or steam, take the reins 
and drive us to our doom! 


Am Old Friend in Trouble. 
It is the fortune of some lives to slip through 
without the least trouble. 
It seeni3 indeed 
that in their case, “ as the poet says,” every­ 
thing is greased for the occasion, and they 
slide and slip along without getting any of 
the rough knocks, never have an inch of cuti­ 
cle skinned from their shins, and sail so en­ 
tirely under cleat skies that Old Prob might 
be murdered and afterwards cremated with­ 
out the'rr even missing him from their daily 
paper. Others seem to have been flung into life 
in a sort of spiteful way, and everything that 
happens gives them a knock. If there’s an 
earthquake in hailing distance they are sure 
to get a shaking; if lightning strikes in the 
town their hair will surely be singed; if a 
horse runs away tb«y will surely be found 
clinging to the dashboard; if a boiler explodes 
they lose an ear, or arm, or leg, or head; and 
so from measles to whooping-cough they have 
everything that everybody else has, and some­ 
things other people have not, a little bit harder 
and more of them than anybody else ever 
thinks of having.

FRANCE. 
R esignation of tl»e do Ilroglic Min­ 
istry. 
Paris, May 17.—President MacMahon lias 
accepted the resignation of the de Broglie 
Cabinet and lias entrusted to Goulard the 
formation of a new ministry, wheih Í3 expect­ 
ed to he completed by to-morrow. Goulard, 
oil accepting the premiership, declared his 
policy would be to carry constitutional bills 
through the Assembly and to complete the 
organization of MacMahon’s powers. It is 
reported that Goulard is forming a new gov­ 
ernment from the Right Centre and conserva­ 
tive portion oT the Left Centre. Magne and 
others of the late ministry will probably be 
retained in office. 
The New Cabinet. 
Latest advices from Versailles mention 
Goulard as Minister of the Interior; Couut 
Chandorsy,Minister of Foreign Affairs; Magne, 
Minister of Finance; Mathien Bodet, Minister 
of Public Works; Desseilligny, Minister of 
Commerce; Desjardins, Minister of Education, 
and Geu. Bertaug, Minister of War. The Re­ 
publican journals strongly urge the immediate 
dissolution of the Assembly, which they de­ 
clare powerless to constitute anything. There 
is rumor that the extreme Right intend to 
move the restoration of the monarchy, and if 
the motion fails will vote for dissolution. The 
opinion is generally expressed that the Legiti­ 
mist, party in tho Assembly, by its vote of 
Friday, committed political suicide. 
It is 
asserted that their policy was inspired from 
Frohsdoril'. A division between the moder­ 
ate and extreme Right renders probable an 
alliance between the former section and the 
conservative wing of the Left Centre. A new 
majority may thus be constituted which will 
support the incoming government and enable 
it to go on with the execution of the pro­ 
gramme of September and bring about the 
speedy adoption of constitutional bills. It is 
not thought that there is any immediate pros­ 
pect of the dissolutlou of the Assembly. 
Tranquility prevails throughout France and 
President MacMahou's flbw«r is unquestioned.

Shreveport, La., May 17.—Among the 
parties arrested for the murder of the young 
Tenuesseean, Elliott, were C. T. Jones and 
Oliver Hill, formerly proprietors of the saloon 
where tin murder occurred. The latter is a 
gambler and was present at the time, on 
Thursday night. Jones was taken from jail 
by a mot), but at the intercession of numer­ 
ous citizens was returned to the authorities 
to undergo a preliminary examination. The 
trial began on Friday, and from facts elicited

place for the purpose of robbery by means of 
whiskey and cards. The examination was re­ 
sumed on Saturday, when it was discovered 
that the brother of the murdered man and 
the principal witness for the state was miss­ 
ing. It is supposed that he nas been put out 
of the way by friends of the prisoners, and 
that the prosecution would fail. At 12 o’clock 
last night a party of fifty masked and armed 
men attacked the jail and removed Jones and 
Hill, and hanged them to trees in the court 
house yard. Jones was formerly of Hillsboro, 
Texas, and bad murdered two persons since 
he came here. Hill was a native of Gales­ 
burg, Illinois, and was recently connected 
with Cider’s Circus. During the excitement 
fourteen prisoners escaped from the jail.

Brook* q u ietly Surrenders. 
L ittle Rook, May 16.— Both houses passed 
a bill providing for the assembling of a con­ 
stitutional conven lion on the I4th of July.

DEATH AND DESTRUCTION FROM A 
BROKEN RESERVOIR. 


THE WEATHER. 
To-Day’s Probabilities. 
For the New England and Middle States 
partly cloudy weather will prevail, with local 
rains in the interior. In the western, south­ 
western to northwest winds, lower temprature 
with stationary to rising barometer. 


Oue Hundred Dead Bodies Recovered. 
N ew H aven, Muy 16.—Three l.-.rge reser­ 
voirs above Williamsburg, Lecd3 and Hayden- 
vllle, Mass., gave way early thi3 morning, 
sweeping everything before them. The above- 
named towns are almost entirely destroyed. 
Large loss of life is reported, but at present it 
is impossible to give any estimate, though it is 
probably not less than a hundred. 
F lorence, Mass., May 16.—The reservoir 
above Williamsburg, Mass., broke this morn­ 
ing, loosening a large volume of water, which 
carried away nearly every dwelling in its 
coarse. Many lives were lost, but so great is 
the excitement that it is impossible to get the 
exact number. At Leeds the silk mill and 
button shop were both carried away. The 
station agent of the N. H. & N. Co. and his 
wife were both drowned. At the same place 
many persous were swept down the stream. 
The water Í3 now falling, and it is expected in 
about three hours more definite particulars 
can be obtained. Several bodies were seen 
going down the stream, but so swift was tho 
current that they could not be recovered. 
H aydenville, May 16.—Tho large reser­ 
voir iu tho mountains gave way this morning, 
destroying the whole village of Haydenville, 
Mass., the town of Williamsburgh was swept 
away; the whole village of Leeds next. Tho 
village of Haydenville was nearly swept away; 
the telegraph offlco being on high ground 
was saved. Up to this time, 10 a. m., one 
hundred bodies have been recovered. Build­ 
ings from Willamshurg and Loeds are float­ 
ing past Haydensriile, many of them with 
people upon them, all of them going to certain 
destruction. 
H aydenville, Mass., May 16—L a ter.—A 
large reservoir, four miles north of this place, 
burst about eight o’clock this morning. The 
water came rushing down to the mills, carry­ 
ing everything before it. It struck the south­ 
eastern portion of Williamsburg village, car­ 
rying away a large number of dwellings; 
thence to Skinnerville, where it swept away 
Skinners large silk mill and his large board­ 
ing and dwelliug houses. 
Continuing on it struck the large brass 
manufactory of Hayden, Gere & Co., sweep­ 
ing it away in an instant. Largo stone3 aud 
machinery swept through the main streets at 
a fearful rate. 
Well built houses were in­ 
stantly crushed, not giving the inmates a mo­ 
ment's warning. The flood then struck the 
village of Leeds, where a large number of 
shops, dwellings, &c., wero swept away. 
The loss of life is very heavy. Whole fami­ 
lies in some instances were carried away over 
the dams, and either killed or drowned. It is 
impossible at this time to give tho number of 
lives lost. Twenty-three bodies, so far, have 
been taken out of the rubbish on the shore, 
Whole blocks of tenement houses, filled with 
women and children, were swept down the 
streams and all tiie inmates, of course, were 
lost. 
At this hour (12 m.,) bodies are constantly 
being brought in aud laid in the church 
Most of them can be recognized. 
S pr in g field, Mass., May 17—L atest.—The 
most terrible disaster in the annals of Massa 
cbusetts occurred in Hampshire county on 
Saturday. The Williamsburg reservoir, cov 
ering over one hundred acres, gave way early 
in the forenoon, precipitating tiie vast mass of 
water it contained three miles down the steep 
aud narrow valley into the thriving matiufac 
turing village of Williamsburg, and thence 
further down the valley through the villages 
of Haydenville, Leeds and Florence into the 
Northampton meadows, where the siream 
empties into the Couneticut River. The huge 
torrent dashing into Williamsburg with resist 
less force swept away in a moment the manu 
facturing establishments aud dwellings, caus­ 
ing enormous destruction of property and ter­ 
rible loss of human life. Lower villages suf­ 
fered only less awfully. 
Latest figures 
of the loss of life make the total 144, 
divided as follows: Williamsburg 60, Leeds 
49, Ilaydeuvillo 35. These figures only rep­ 
resent persous whose loss is positively knowu, 
though the bodies of all are not yet recovered. 
Bodies are constantly being found and in 
some cases those of persons who were not 
supposed to be lost, so that it seems perfectly 
safe to say that the total loss of life will ex­ 
ceed 150—if, indeed, it does not more nearly 
approach 200. It is utterly impossible as yet 
to give a detailed estimate of losses. Aside 
from buildmg3 destroyed and damaged, 
bridges have boon carried away, roads ruined 
aud hundreds of acres of meadow land ren­ 
dered almost valuoless. The total loss must 
far exceed $1,000,000 and will probably come 
nearer $2,000,000. The following is a general 
estimate of theLoss by P lace*: 
Williamsburgh—W. II. Avouiss, flouriug 
mil! swept away, $10,000; II. Janers, mill 
damaged and left without water power, 
$20,000 ; houses, barns, Ac., gone, $40,000. 
Skinnerville—Wm. Skinner, silk factory and 
twelve tenement houses destroyed, $130,000; 
other houses and barti3 $13,000. 
Haydenville—Hayden, Gero & Co.’s brass 
works, savings bank building aud tenements 
swept away, $250,000; Hayden Tobacco Com­ 
pany’s mill carried off, $7,000; Hayden Foun­ 
dry <fc Machine Company’s works damaged 
$5,000; other places and stores, $30,000 ; gas 
works, $8,000. 
Leeds—Nonotuck Silk Company, dam bro­ 
ken and several buildings and houses carried 
away, $25,000; George P. Warner’s button 
factory destroyed, and 3 tenements, $100,000; 
other houses, barn3, &c., $20,000; Northamp­ 
ton Emery Wheel Company, damaged, $2 - 
000. 
Florence—Floreuce Manufacturing Co.’s 
brush factory, damage to stock, $3,000; Non­ 
otuck Silk Co., silk mill partially torn away 
and stock damaged, $8,000. 
The damags to tho town of Williamsburg 
by the loss of bridges is great, and the de­ 
struction or roads, «fcc., is incalculable, but it 
is such as seriously to cripple the towu. Three 
bridges were carried away in the villago of 
Williamsburg—one wooden and two iron, in 
the village of Leeds one bridge was taken off 
and in the village of Florence une iron and 
two wooden bridges were swept awav. 
Hayden, Gere & Co. of Haydenville, one of 
the most important firms which lost their es­ 
tablishments, will have a card in the Spring­ 
field Republican of to-morrow morning, say­ 
ing that they intend to rebuild their factory 
at once and advertising for workmen for that 
purpose. Their employees will be paid as 
soon as the accouuts can be made up, and the 
firm generously offers aid to those of their 
workmen in need of it. 
Opinion* a* to tUc Uau*e of tltc Di*- 
aster. 
It appears that serious doubts as to the 
safety of the reservoir have been entertained 
ever since it was built—nine years ago— 
though less the last year or two than in its 
early history. The gatekeeper lias several 
times expressed fears to his employers, calling 
special attention once to the point where the 
break occurred; but the examiners always re­ 
ported everything safe. The direct cause of 
tho disaster, aside from the general weakness 
oí the dam, must remain the subject of specu­ 
lation. The gatekseper detected no sign of 
danger when ho examined the situation at 
early dawn, and what the last straw was that 
broke the back of the reservoir can never be 
definitely known. Perhaps as satisfactory a 
theory as any is one advanced hymen familiar 
with the case: that frosts had started tho 
earth, 
so that the water had found 
numerous little courses through it, which 


finally carried ofl the first mas? of earth Satur* I 
day morning and at once precipitated the 
catastrophe. The gatekeeper has at various 
times feared a break, from the fact that a 
stream of water flowed constantly through 
the bottom of the gateway, while there was 
also a number of small streams, some of them 
quite minute, along the bottom on either side 
of the centre. 
Scene* u u tl In c id e n t* . 
Among the incidents of the disaster men­ 
tioned is that Dr. E. M. Johnson of Williams­ 
burg rushed from his house with two children 
in his arms, his wife following with a third, 
hut the whole family were overtaken and 
drowned. W. H. Adams, whose flouring mill 
was destroyed, notified his family of the im­ 
pending danger and cudeavored to reach his 
mill, but was caught by the flood. His house 
and family escaped unhurt. One of the sad- 
desf cases was that of H. Birmingham’s fami­ 
ly. The father, mother and three daughters 
were all swept away together. The family 
were at breakfast when the water struck their 
house. Birmingham was Superintendent iu 
James’ mill. 
Of the whole extent of the reservoir as it 
stood on Saturday morning not one-sixth now 
remains. A feature about the ruins that is 
most impressing is the smalluess of the stone 
wall when compared with the immense extent 
of water which the reservoir held. This wall 
was understood to be eight feet thick at its 
base, but upon measuring a section of it as 
it stood intact, some ten feet above the bed of 
the stream, it was found to lack about three 
inches of being six feet across.

mh in «barge, 
stated to the U pHbhcan reporter that he ex­ 
amined the darn early in the morniuir, and 
found everything apparently secure. He re­ 
turned home and had juM sat down to break­ 
fast with his family when the crash came. He 
saw forty feet in length of the embankment 
moving bodily from its place. The remainder 
crumbled rapidly under the action of tho 
water, and lie mounted his horso and rode 
to warn the villagers along the course of the 
stream. Of thirteen women and girls who 
started from tho silk mills at Williamsburg 
to run across the bridge ouly one, Mrs. Hard­ 
ing, escaped. She was caught by the flood 
but rescued by some mcu witnessing the ac­ 
cident. Of a family named French a mother, 
son and three daughters were drowned,and the 
father and three of the children saved.

II. Tilton of Williamsburg, while carrying his 
aged mother to a place of safety, was caught 
aud his mother drowned, lie himself narrowly 
escaping by clinging to the branches of a tree 
that withstood the torrent. 
J. M. Stephen 
son and two other men, fearing for the sta­ 
bility of the boarding house in which they had 
taken shelter, quitted it aud climbed an apple 
tree. The tree was swept away and the men 
lost, but the boarding houso stood firm. An­ 
other man took refuge on the roof of a house; 
the house crumbled under him, but lie was 
saved by the roof floating. 
John Atkins, 
foreman of the weaving room of Hie silk mill, 
died in saving tiie lives of his wife and two 
children. 
Aid l'or Hie Sufferer*. 
The citizens of Williamsburg held a town 
meeting on Saturday evening and appointed 
a committee to raise subscriptions, look af­ 
ter the destitute and organize a search for the 
missing. Northampton and adjoining towns 
have been sending in supplies of food, cloth­ 
ing and money since the disaster, and contri­ 
butions were taken up for the sufferers in the 
churches throughout western Massachusetts 
to-day. The collections in the churches of 
Springfield amounted to about $2,000, and 
subscription papers will swell this amount to 
about $5,000. All large towns and cities are 
organizing relief societies. 
The funeral of nine of the victims of the 
disaster took place in front of the Congrega­ 
tional Church, Williamsburg, at 3 o’clock to­ 
day. Seats were arranged in the yard and the 
presiding ministers had chairs on the steps 
and the premises about were crowded. Cler­ 
gymen from the surrounding towns conduct­ 
ed the services. 
After llte Flood. 
The reporter of the Springfield Republican 
describes the scene of the llood as follows: 
“ All through the centre nothing remains of 
the high wall of stone and earth, which rose 
to a height of forty feet, in the bed of the 
stream, save tho stonework running at right 
angles with the dam at the bottom, which en­ 
closed the gateway. In the very bed ©f the 
stream nothing is left, and where tiie water 
now flows harmlessly along in its ancient 
channel not a stone remains from the lop to 
the bottom. A small portion of the eastern 
part of the reservoir and a large section of the 
western still remain, in all perhaps one-sixth 
of tho original extent, broken aud jagged on 
its edges. Below tho reservoir the sight is 
most impressive. 
A vast mass of water 
suddenly let loose and dashing down the nar­ 
row valley has wrought such devastation as 
one would not have believed possible without 
seeing it. The very bed of the stream lias 
beeu cut, in places many feet below its original 
course, and for a long distance the vailey is 
dotted aud sometimes covered with huge rocks 
torn from the wall of the reservoir, while trees 
that in many places lined its hanks have quite 
vanished and those that marked the outer 
edge of the torrent are all tattered and torn.”

relating to the sidewalks of a portion of Wash 
lngton avenue, nassed May 8th,’1874. The Com­ 
mon Council of tiie city of Kingston do ordain as 
follows': 
S ection 1. The sidewalks on each side of that 
portion of Washington avenue, in said city, lying 
between North Front st. and Lucas avenue [said 
part of Washington avenue having been graded to 
its full width] are hereby required to be construct­ 
ed, curbed and guttered in the number and of the 
materials, and within the time hereinafter sped 
fled.} 2. The curbs shall be so set as to give a uni 
form width of ten feet from the street edge of the 
curb stone to the line of the street. 
{ 3. The curbs and gutters shall be laid and set 
according to the grade established for 'said portion 
of the street, and the curbs on the corners of 
streets shall be set on the proper curve. 
i 4. The curbstones shall be at least 20 inches In 
depth and of the usual thickness, and the gutter 
stones shall be 12 Inches wide and the usual thick 
ness. 
5 5. The sidewalks shall be flagged, or graveled 
or covered with any hard materials giving i 
proper surface for Bidewalks, according to the 
grade, and shall have a rising inclination of one- 
half an Inch to each foot from the outer edge of 
the curbstone towards the buildings or street line 
} 6. The Improvements required by this ordi­ 
nance shall be made and completed by the 8th day 
of June next. 
í 7. If any of said Improvements be not made 
or done within the time above specified, by the 
owners or occupants respectively of the lands ad 
joining the sidewalks so to be Improved as afore 
said, the same will be made and done by the said 
Common Council at the expenses of such owners 
or occupants respectively. This ordinance shall 
be published pursuant to the charter of said city, 
a copy of this ordinance shall be served on each of 
said owners or occupants, and published in the 
manner required by said character,as to notice such 
owners and occupants, this section being intended 
to be such notice.JAMES G. LINPSLEY, Mayer.

T h e copies m ay b e abd usually ore pro­ 
gressing while the list Is being revised and 
corrected, but aa the revised and corrected 
list cannot be completed until 9 P. h. of the 
Saturday next preceding tho election, changes 
being liable to be made until the last minute, 
and as the copies cannot be made, or at least 
finished, until after the list is completed, it is 
evident that additional time must be allowed 
for that purpose. 
This additional time eau 
be but one day; for the election is held on 
Tuesday, the copies must then be ready for 
use, aud there is but one working day between 
the election and the completion of the revised 
and corrected list. 
The tiling spoken of it th e . 
sixtli section should lie done on Monday im ­ 
mediately preceding the election, but this does 
not add to the time of any Inspector; it is bat 
an additional duty to lie performed on that 
day, which in this opinion has already been 
allowed for die completion and certification of 
the copies. 
Under the provisions of lite Revised Stat­ 
utes (Fart I, Chapter C, Title 4, Article 4) the 
Inspectors, as soon as the poll is finally ciosod, 
m ast proceed to canvass the votes, and the 
canvass must not be adjourned or postponed 
until it shall have been fully completed. 
It 
may be impossible to complete the canvass till 
utter midnight, and I do not understand the 
law tc require the completion of t tit statements 
of the canvass aud the certification of them 
until the day after election; but e/on assum­ 
ing that making and certifying the statements 
is a part of the canvass, and that ail this can 
be completed on election day, other duties re­ 
main which may be performed on tbs next 
day, to-wit: makiug and tiliug a copy of said 
statement*. 
It is therefore proper to allow 
two days, as is customary, for the services 
rendered on election day and in canvassing 
and in making statements or the canvass and 
a copy of the statements. 
But this is because 
a portion of the work is rightfully done in the 
day after the election, uud not because of any! 
legal fiction counting one day its two. 
It is 
not allowable to charge for two days’ services 
on election day—one for services as Inspector 
and the other for services as canvasser.

the express terms of the statute the [injectors 
must canvass the votes; the canvass is a parti 
ef their duties as Inspectors. 
By Section 48 In the same article of die liivH 
vised Statutes it is provided that the original 
statements, duly certified, shall be delivered 
by the Inspectors, or by one of them to be 
deputed for that purpose, to the Supervisor 
within twenty-four hours after the same shall 
have been subscribed. 
This can usually be 
done the day after the election, and if it be 
then done no additional lime can be charged 
for tho service; but if tbs statements be not 
subscribed until the day after the election, die 
Inspectors, or one of them, bas twenty-four 
hours, which would reach the same hour tho 
next day, in which to deliver the statements 
to die Supervisor, and thus could make an­ 
other day of service. 
It is hardly to be sup­ 
posed dial more than one of die Inspectors 
would do this, as ordinarily one of them could 
perform the service. 
The ninth section of the registry law of 1872 
prescribes that after the canvas* of the vote* 
the poll-lied and the cheeked register shall 
be attached together, and shall on the toitoie- 
in j day bellied (in cities) in the City Clerk'* 
office. lf, therefore, the canvass be completed 
on election day the said filing, must bo on the 
next day, thu* making no addition to the time 
of service herein already allowed; but if the 
canvass be uot completed until the day after 
election one of the Inspectors, by filing the’ 
poll-list and checked register with the City 
Clerk the second day after election, might en - 
kille himself to fee* for that day'* service. 
■ lf the same Inspector shout! deliver tho 
original statements to the Supervisor and file 
the poll-list and cheeked register with the 
City Clerk, lie could not thereby make a day 
additional to the time already mentioned, for 
both of these things must tie done within the 
day after completion of the canvass. 
All the other services of said officers most 
lie performed within the time* aforesaid, and 
so cannot increase the unrulier of the day* for 
which they m ist be paid. 
■ T o recapitulate: 
Th* In fla to rs and clerks 
eau only be paid for the days on whish they 
actually 
rendered service, 
lf they accom­ 
plish their duties In a lea* number of day* than 
those allowed by Jaw for that purpose,they are 
not to be paid for the time saved. 
And tho 
|inteniiou of the law is that they will save as 
much time and public expense as may bo 
saved by reasonable industry; that they will 
use no more of the time allowed diem than is 
reasonably necessary. 


Assuming tho same officer.] to perform from 
beginning to end dis duties common to all ut 
them, a summary of their time would be a* 
follows: In a district casting over four hun­ 
dred vote*:

The remarks as to lh* second item apply to 
this, except that the fourth item could uot bo 
increased. 
The fifth item is “ Mardi 3, Election day 
and canvassing votes, $4.” 
If this wore confined to its date it is $2 too 
much, but as it was doubtless intended to in­ 
clude also die services of the next day, it i* 
substantially correct. 
The sixth and last item, “ Makiug canvass 
and statement of vote, $2,” is included in the 
fifth item, and should be disallowed, unless 
tho fifth item b* reduced (2. 
The result is that bills should be allowed at 
$16 each, and this i* what the Auditing Com­ 
mittee have done. 
Taking the bills literally 
and subjecting diem to a close criticism, they 
might lie still further reduced; but this w’ould 
probably be unjust to those presenting them 
and might deprive them of compensation for 
some of tile time actually employed.

Sandy Lutes was about 65 years of age, aud 
was well known in Hi* upper part of the city. 
He was found dead in his chair at his home in 
Higginsville on Sunday 
morning. 
Sandy 
(which is the nickname given for Alexander) 
drank very largely during the afternoon and 
evening of Saturday, and finished probably 
the greater part of two bottle* of liquor. 
Tho 
first bottle he claimed was poor liquor, so 
Abram Mains, his son-in-law, got another lx>t- 
tle full of a different kind of liquor, after 
drinking which the old man was left iii bls 
chair, and in the morning was found by his 
daughter stone dead. 
What it wa* that killed 
him, whether heart discase, the powerful influ­ 
ence of a bottle of gin, or the bottle of bour­ 
bon, can bast be learned by the evidence 
taken at the coroner’s inquest. 
At the iuquest held before Coroner Charles 
Stephan aud a jury, of which Samuel McIn­ 
tyre was foreman, on Sunday, the 17th inst., 
the following evidence wa* taken: 
Abram B u sto * being sworn, testified: I re­ 
side in the town of Kingston; am son-in-law 
of deceased; saw him alive and apparently 
well about 9:30 I*, m., Mu)* 16th, 1874, sitting 
ou a chair by the door; lie was, in my opin­ 
ion, intoxicated; saw a bottle in lite pocket 
of Abram Mains, his son-in-law; while on 
my way to the house of deceased, met Mr. 
Maius intoxicated. Abram 
Mains said he 
got a bottle of gin at Mike Walsh’* and oho 
boldo of bourbon at the store of Casey Bro.’* 
in Higginsville; deceased would drink when­ 
ever h* had an opportunity. 


Elizabetu Ket*iu being sworn, said: De­ 
ceased was ray father; was in usual health 
about 7 I*, m. the 16 inst.; Abram Maius came 
to our house and palled a bottle of liquor from 
bis pocket and poured out a teacupful of it* 
contents und handed it to deceased, which de­ 
ceased drunk all at once. 
Then Mains took a 
drink and poured out anne mot* for deceased, 
and they continued drinking together until 
the bottle was empty; the) were about halt 
an hour drinking the bottle empty; A. Main* 
then said he would get another bottle of li­ 
quor, and asked me what he should briug me; 
deceased told him not to bring such poor 
liquor, but to get a little of bourbon; Mains 
came back with n bottle full of liquor, which 
they drank together; I asked deceased if I 
shook! take oil hts boots, and he told me lo 
let him alone; this was about 2 o'clock in the 
morning of the 17th lust. Abram Maius was 
lying on the tloor asleep; about 4 o’clock 
Main* woke me up and said, “come aud see 
how your father lies;” he, deceased, was sit­ 
ting ou the chair and bent over with iii* head 
under the tabic; Main* said he was uot dead, 
but in a spasm: we then laid bim ou the lied, 
uipl I sent for Mr. Bunton; there was no 
quarreling going on and we were good friends; 
Mr. Mains and deceased were always good 
friends. 


Walter A. Van Uexssel.veu theft testified: 
I am a practicing physician in the City of 
Kingston; made an external examination of 
the body of deceased; found no marks of vio­ 
lence; caunot tell definitely the cause of death 
without making a post mortem examination, 
but from tho evidence of the witnesses, the 
position of deceased when found, and the ap­ 
pearance of the head and face, think ho came 
to Ilia death from apoplexy of Hic* brain,super­ 
induced by the excessive U3e of alcoholic 
liquor. 
After William Keyser bad been sworn and 
given his testimony, which was similar to that 


of the second witness, Abram Mains came in 
very drunk,aud as he dropped in a chair cried 
out, “ Swear mo and I will tell you tho whole 
G 
d 
truth of it.” 
Ho was sworn and 
testified as follows: 
Reside in the City of Kingston and ought to 
be, yes !— acquainted with Mr. Lutes. 
He’s 
my father-in-law, I believe; that's what they 
call him, anyhow. 
I tell you just how it is: I 
went down there last night with a bottle of 
g in f g o titto Mike Welsh’s, on the Wilbur 
road; I called for gin, aud it was gin; me und 
Sam drank out of the little , and if there was 
any pixeti iii it we ought to know, hadn t we? 
I bought that bottle, uot of Mike, but of Mrs. 
Welsh; I called for a bottle of rum, and they 
gave me gin; it was giu, too, there was no 
pizen in it, I can tell you that; I drank out of 
that bottle, I did, and drank every time the 
old man did; by the old man I mean what 
they call him, my father-in-law; bottle lasted 
till it was drinked ou t; I drank one drink and 
the rest tho old man drank; had no dock; 
don't know how long it look; after that bottle

liought oranges or not; Will can tell you that; 
yes I did: I first went to Mr. Glass’s and

He showed clearly the state of a man ad­ 
dicted to drink: how he is a burden to society, 
unable to take care of himself, not possessing 
even the instinct of a brute. 
And the pic­ 
ture of a soul leaving a drunken body, which 
lie drew, was terrible. 
No priest could ab­ 
solve, no Bishop, nor the Pope, not even God 
Himself, who is infinitely ju3t, could absolve 
him. 
He spoke about an hour and was list­ 
ened to with the greatest attention. 
Ills 
style is easy aud graceful, and he feels quite 
at lion» -on the rostrum. 
The baud gave 
some parting airs, and an agreeable eptcr- 
tcTiument closed.

Alderman Bray’s motion was then carried. 
Wiltwyck Hose Company No. 1 reported a 
number of members elected and resignations 
accepted of several who had served the time 
required by law. 
On motion the action of the company in ac­ 
cepting the resignations was confirmed.but the 
confirmation of the members elected was laid 
over under the resolution adopted at the last 
meeting. 
^ 
The subject of exempt firemen's certificates 
having been incidentally alluded to and sev­ 
eral motions being made in relation thereto, 
on motiou it was laid over until the next meet­ 
ing of tho Common Council. 
Kingston lioso Company No. 2, Gokey 
Hose Company No. 4 and Lackawanna Steam 
Fire Engine Company No. 1 reported mem­ 
bers elected and their confirmation was laid 
over under the rule. 
The Corporation Counsel submitted an opin­ 
ion in relation to the proper arnouut to bo 
charged by Inspectors and clerks of election 
for the various services required of them, as 
follows: 
To t h e _ Com mon C o u n c il 
o f 
t h e C ity 
o f 
K in g s t o n : 
In obedience to your requirement, in refer­ 
ence to tho fees of Inspectors of Election, 
whether acting as such or as members of the 
Board of Registry, and the fees of clerks of 
said board and of clerks of the polls,—I re­ 
spectfully submit the following opinion: 
By Section 2 of Chapter 242 of the laws of 
1870, it is enacted that Inspectors of Elections 
and clorks of the polls shall receiv# two dol­ 
lars per day for eaeh day's service performed 
by each or either of them. 
By Section 1 of 
the registry law of 1872 said Inspectors aro 
declared to be a Board of Registry of elections 
under said a ct; by Section 10 of said law they 
are authorized to appoint a clerk to assist 
them in the discharge of their duties under 
said ac t; and by Section 12 of the same act it is 
provided that the members of the board of 
of registration and their clerks shall each re­ 
ceive the same compensation as is now (in 
1872) allowed by law for Inspectors of Election 
for each day actually employed in the making 
and completion of the registry. 
Thus it ap­ 
pears that the fees of each of said Inspectors 
and clerks,in whichever of said several capac­ 
ities they may act, are two dollars for each 
day’s service performed, or, in other words, 
for each day actually employed. 
Section 1 of said registry law requires tho 
Inspectors as a board of registry to meet on 
Tuesday, three weeks prior to the election, 
and to sit from 9 a. m. to 9 p. m. to register 
the names of the legal voters; and further pro­ 
vides that, if necessary, they may sit two days 
at this meeting, if the number of votes at liia 
previous election exceeds four hundred. 
So 
that the board of registry at its first meeting 
in every election district, must sit one day and 
in districts whose vote exceeded four hundred 
m ay sit an additional day. 
The second section of said law provides that 
the Inspectors shall complete as far as practi­ 
cable tbe said register ou the day or days of 
their meeting aforesaid, and shall make four 
copies thereof,etc., Ac., within two days there­ 
after; and that the original fist shall be tiled 
in the office of the Town Clerk of the town, or 
City Clerk of the city in which tho election dis­ 
trict may be, and one copy kept by each In­ 
spector and one copy immediately posted <kc. 
This section, as well as all the provisions here­ 
inafter mentioned, applies to all districts, 
whether ousting more than four bunded votes 
or not. 
Thus the Inspectors are allowed two days 
to make the copies of tho lists. 
If they em ­ 
ploy but one of them for that purpose, of 
course they can havo pay only for that day; 
but they have the right to take the two days 
to 
finish 
the 
work, 
and 
in 
case 
they do so, 
must 
have 
pay 
for 
the 
two days. 
One copy of tl^e list must bo posted 
immediately after its completion, and this can 
be done within the two days, for it must be 
done in the room where the inspectors meet. 
The original list must be filed iu the City 
Clerk’3 office—the law does not say when; but 
from the geueral scope and spirit of the act it 
is apparent that this should be done as soon 
as practicable after the completion of tho 
copies. 
If it can be done within the two days 
it should be; but as the copies may not be 
completed until the evening of the second day, 
the day after may bo allowed for the filing. 
But this can be allowed to only one of the In­ 
spectors, as he would need no aasistance from 
the others in performing that duty. 
Hence, if the time be actually employed, two 
days may be allowed for copying the list, and 
to one Inspector an additional day for filing it. 
The third section of said law enacts that 
said boards shall meet on Friday next before 
the election for the purpose of revising and 
correcting said lists, and that for that pur­ 
pose, in cities, -they shall meet at 8 a . m. and 
remain in session till 9 p. m. of that day and 
the day following. 
Here is a plain require­ 
ment that said boards must sit two days to 
revise and correct the list3. 
The sixth section of said law provides that 
after said lists shall have been fully completed 
the said Inspectors shall cause four copies of 
the same to be made, each of which shall be 
certified by them to be a correct list of the 
voters, and one of which shall be filed (in 
cities) in the City Clerk’s office, and one re­ 
tained by each Inspector, and that the Inspec­ 
tors shall carefully preserve said list for use on 
election day. 


The copies may be atid usually are pro­ 
gressing while the list 13 being revised and 
corrected, but as the revised and corrected 
list cannot be completed until 9 r. m. of the 
Saturday next preceding the election, chauges 
being liable to be made until the last minute, 
and as the copies cannot be made, or at least 
finished, until after the list is completed, it is 
evident that additional time must be allowed 
for that purpose. 
This additional time cau 
be but one day; for the election is held on 
Tuesday, the copies must then be ready for 
use, anil there is but one working day between 
the election and the completion of the revised 
and corrected list. 
The fifing spoken of ir the 
sixth sectiou should be done on Monday im­ 
mediately preceding the election, but this does 
not add to the time of any Inspector; it is but 
an additional duty to be performed ou that 
day, which in this opinion has already been 
allowed for the completion and certification of 
the espies. 
Under the provisions or the Revised Stat­ 
utes (Part 1, Chapter C, Title 4, Article 4) the 
Inspectors, as soon as the poll is finally closed, 
must proceed to canvass the votes, and the 
canvass must not be adjourned or postponed 
until it shall have been fully completed. 
It 
may be impossible to complete the canvass till 
after midnight, and I do not understand the 
law tc require the completion of the statements 
of the canvass and the certification of them 
uutil tlie day after election; but eron assum­ 
ing that making and certifying the statements 
is a part of the canvass, and that all this can 
be completed on election day, other duties re­ 
main which may be performed on the next 
day, to-wit: making aud filing a copy of said 
Statements. 
It is therefore proper to allow 
two days, a3 is customary, for the services 
rendered on election day and ia canvassing 
and in making statements of the canvass and 
a copy of the statements. 
But this is because 
a portion of the work is rightfully done oft the 
day after the election, and not because of any 
legal fiction counting one day as two. 
It is 
not allowable to charge for two days' services 
on election day—one for services as Inspector 
and the other for services as canvasser. 
By 
the express terms of the statute the Ins¡)eclors 
must canvass the votes; the canvass is a part 
®f their duties a3 Inspectors. 
By Section 48 in the same article of the Re­ 
vised Statutes it is provided that the original 
statements, duly certified, shall be delivered 
by the Inspectors, or by one of them to be 
deputed for that purpose, to tbe Supervisor 
within twenty-four hour3 after the same shall 
have been subscribed. 
This can usually be 
done the day after the election, and if it be 
then done no additional time can be charged 
for tho service; but if the statements be not 
subscribed until the day after the election, the 
Inspectors, or one of them, has twenty-four 
hours, which would reach the same hour the 
next day, in which to deliver the statements 
to the Supervisor, and thus could make an­ 
other day of service. 
It is hardly to be sup­ 
posed that more than one of the Inspectors 
would do this, as ordinarily oue of them could 
perform the service. 
The ninth section of the registry law of 1872 
prescribes that after the canvass of the votes 
tho poll-list and the cheeked register shall 
be attached together, and shall on the follow­ 
ing day be filed (in cities) in the City Clerk's 
office. If, therefore, the canvass be completed 
on election day the said fifing, must be on the 
next day, thus making no addition to the time 
of service herein already allowed; but if the 
canvass be not completed until the day after 
election oue of the Inspectors, by filing tho' 
poll-list and checked register with the City 
Clerk the second day after election, might en­ 
title himself to fees for that day’s service. 
If the same Inspector should deliver the 
original statements to the Supervisor and file 
the poll-list aud checked register with the 
City Clerk, he could not thereby make a day 
additional to the lime already mentioned, for 
both of these tilings must lie done within the 
day after completion of the canvass. 
All the other services of said officers must 
be performed within the times aforesaid, and 
so cannot increase the number of the day3 for 
which they nixst be paid. 
To recapitulate: 
The Inspectors and clerks 
can only be paid for the days on whieh they 
actually rendered service. 
If they accoai- 
plish their duties in a less number of days than 
those allowed by law for that purpose, they are 
not to be paid for the time saved. 
And tho 
intention of the law is that they will save as 
much time and public expense as may be 
saved by reasonable industry; that they will 
use no more of the time allowed them than is 
reasonably necessary. 
Assuming the same officer;; to perform from 
beginning to end the duties common to ail of 
them, a summary of their time would be as 
follows: In a district casting over four hun­ 
dred votes: 
F irst meeting, to m ake list, must be one ana may 
be two «lays. 
Copying list, may be two days. 
Second meeting, revising ami correcting list, 
must be two days. 
Copying revised list, one day. 
Election, canvass, statem ents and copy, m utt be 
one and may be two days. 
In a district whose vote did not exceed four 
hundred, the number of days would bo one 
les3 .vnd might be further diminished by the 
fact that it might not be necessary to use 
as much of the time allowed as in a larger 
district. 
In addition to the above time one Inspector 
m ay be allowed one day to file the original 
list and one day to liie the poll-list and checked 
registers, 
making two additional days for 
him; and another Inspector may be allowed 
one day to deliver the origihal statements of 
the canvas3 to the Supervisor. 
(This last 
probably does not applv to a charter elec­ 
tion.) 
In a district of over four hundred votes, tiie 
utmost time which can be allowed to an In­ 
spector or clerk is eleven days and the largest 
bill which can be allowed him is twenty-two 
dollars. 
For the duties common to all the 
Inspectors or clerks (that is, excluding said 
filing and delivery to the Supervisor) the ut­ 
most time which can be allowed to each is 
nine days aud the 
largest bill 
eighteen 
dollars. 
Of course it may be less. 
In a dis­ 
trict of not over four hundred voles, it must 
bo at least one day or two dollars less. 
Now, to apply the law to the bills referred 
to me, one of which is the bill of an Inspector 
and the other that of a clerk, each being for 
$26, and the items being similar in each," and 
each being from a ward casting over four 
hundred votes: 
The first item is: “ 1874, Feb'y 10-11, two 
days making fist voters, $8.” 
That is charging $4 per day, whereas the 
law allows but $2. 
Perhaps it was intended 
to iuclude the two days allowed for copying, 
thus making four days; but it is impossible to 
construe two into four without assistance,and 
here there is none. 
Everything excludes such 
a construction—the dates are given, being 
two days—the time is specified—-“two days/’ 
the serviceJs specified— “ making fist,” 'not 
copying it, and the next item is far copying. 
The first item should have been $4 instead 
of $8. 
The second item has no date and is for one 
copy of fist,$2. 
If the copy wa3 made on either or both of 
the days or dates covered by the first item, 
thesecond item should not be allowed. 
If 
the item had been dated on the two following 
days, which would be February 12-13, and 
had charged for those days, it could have 
been allowed at $4 instead of $2. 
Perhaps 
the Inspector has done injustice to himself in 
this item. 
But we must take it as we find it, 
and the fair construction of it is, that it is for 
copying done after the date3 covered by tho 
previous item and that it took but one day to 
make the copy; thus considered, the item is 
correct at $2. 
The third item is “Feb. 27-28, Revising and 
correcting list, two days, $8.” 
This should be but $4. 
The remarks as to 
the first item apply here. 
The fourth item is, “One copy corrected fist, 
$2,” and is not dated. 
The item is correct. 
Tbe remarks as to the second item apply to 
this, except that the fourth item could not be 
increased. 
The fifth item is “March 3, Election day 
and canvns3iug votes, $4.” 
If this wore confined to its date it is $2 too 
much, but as it was doubtless intended to in­ 
clude also the services of the next day, it is 
substantially correct. 
The sixth and last item, “Making canvass 
and statement of vote, $2,” is included in the 
fifth item, and should be disallowed, unless 
tuo fifth item be reduced $2. 
The result is that bills should be allowed at 
$16 each, and this is wbat the Auditing Com 
mittee have done. 
Taking the bills literally 
and subjecting them to a close criticism, they 
might be still further reduced; but this would 
probably bo unjust to those presenting them 
and might deprive them of compensation for 
some of the time actually employed. 
The 
Auditing Committee have given the bills a 
fair, liberal and just interpretation, and, I 
think, have arrived at a correct result. 
In view of the large number of similar bills 
coming in at least twice a year, the matter is 
of considerable importance and I have there­ 
fore given it a thorough examination and 
have now presented not merely my conclu­ 
sions, but also the reasons for them.

Sandy Lutes was about 65 years of age, aud 
was well known in tho upper part of the city. 
He was found dead in bis chair at his home in 
Higiinsville on Sunday morning. 
Sandy 
fwhich is the nickname given for Alexander) 
drank very largely during the afternoon and 
evening of Saturday, and finished probably 
the greater part of two bottles of liquor. 
Tho 
first bottle lie claimed wa3 poor liquor, so 
Abram Mains, his son-in-law, got another bot­ 
tle full of a difierent kind of liquor, after 
drinking which the old man was left in his 
chair, and in the morning was found by his 
daughter stone dead. 
What it was that killed 
him, whether heart disease, tiie powerful influ­ 
ence of a bottle of gin, or the bottle of bour­ 
bon, can best be learned by the evidence 
taken at the coroner’s inquest. 
At the inquest held before Coroner Charles 
Stephau and a jury, of which Samuel McIn­ 
tyre was foreman, on Sunday, the 17th inst., 
the following evidence was taken: 
A bram B u x to n being sworn, testified: I re­ 
side in the town of Kingston; am son-in-law 
of deceased; saw him alive and apparently 
well about 9:30 r. m., May 16th, 1874, sitting 
ou a chair by the door; he was, in my opin­ 
ion, intoxicated; saw a bottle in the pocket 
of Abram Mains, his son-in-law; while on 
my way to the house of deceased, met Mr. 
Mains intoxicated. Abram Mains said he 
got a bottle of gin at Mike Welsh’s and one 
bottle of bourbon at the store of Casey Bro.’s 
in Higginsvllle; deceased would drink when­ 
ever h« had an opportunity. 
Elizabeth Ketser being sworn, said: De­ 
ceased was my father; was iu usual health 
about 7 p. m. the 16 inst.; Abram Mains came 
to our house and pulled a bottle of liquor from 
his pocket and poured out a teacupful of its 
contents and handed it to deceased, which de­ 
ceased drank all at once. 
Then Mains took a 
drink and poured out some more for deceased, 
and they continued drinking together until 
the bottle was empty; they were about half 
au hour drinking the bottle empty; A. Mains 
then said he would get another bottle of li­ 
quor, and asked me what he should bring me; 
deceased told him not to bring such poor 
liquor, but to get a bottle of bourbon; Mains 
came back with a bottle full of liquor, which 
they drank together; I asked deceased if I 
should take ofl his boots, and ho told me to 
let him alone; this was about 2 o'clock in the 
morning of the 17th lust. Abram Mains was 
lying on the floor asleep; about 4 o’clock 
Mains woke me up aud said, “come and see 
how your father lies;’’ lie, deceased, was sit­ 
ting ou the chair and bent over with his head 
under the table; Mains said he was not dead, 
but in a spasm; we then laid him ou tlie bed, 
aijd I sent for Mr. Bunton; there was no 
quarreling going on and we were good friends; 
Mr. Mains and deceased were always good 
friends.

I bought that botlle, not of Mike, but of Mrs. 
Welsh; I called for a bottle of rum, and they 
gave me gin; it was gin, too, there was no 
pizen in it, I can tell you that; I drank out of 
that bottle, I did, and drank every tim e' the 
old man did; by the old man I mean what 
they call him, my father-in-law; bottle lasted 
till it was drinked out; I drank one drink and 
the ro3l tho old man drank; had no dock; 
don’t know how long it look; after that bottle 
got out I went after another one, of course I 
did; after iir3t bottle was outlie said “Brom- 
pie,” he always called me Brotnpie, “go and 
get a bottle of bourbou;” I got it and paid for 
it,too, you bel; he drawed it right out of the 
bottle, and there was no pizen in it; got it of 
John Cuscy and paid seventy-five cents for it; 
afterwards I went to Glass’s and got peauuts 
and live oranges; c'rt’nly, Twas liquor I drank 
at Casey’s; lie said being I got the bottle filled 
he would give me a drink; I drank with Steve 
Joy at Glass’s; didn’t mean no more harm, 
Stevens than nothin’; yes, guess I did go to 
Dubois's and ask for a cigar, but didn’t get it, 
by 
1 didn’t; couldn’t tell you whether I 
bought oranges or not; Will can tell you that; 
yes I did; I first went to Mr. Glass’s and 
got 
a bottle 
of 
rum, 
paid 
a 
dollar; 
went down to the old man’s; had nothing to 
do; old man said, “ Brompie, go and get me 
some liquor.” I wasn’t so drunk but what I 
knew what I was about; am not so drunk now 
but what I can tell a straight story; woke up 
this morning and said to Lib, “ Let’s get fath­ 
er in the bed;” he was sitting on the chair 
with his head down; took hold of his head 
and Lib hold of hi3 feet, and we laid him 
on the bed; went and laid down, when 
Lib 
said, 
“ I 
believe 
father is dead 
I said, “ No, guess not; he’s only drunk, 
by 
G—d.” 
Went 
and 
found 
his 
nose 
was cold, and then went and called some one; 
don’t believe tlie drink killed him; he was 
used to drinking, lie was; ho used to have 
heart disease; I asked the old man to go 
to New York; course I did. 
They asked me 
to go after the bottle; my sister-in-law told 
mo to go; I’m innocent, I am ; meant no 
harm, I didn’t, by G— J; urn's in’eent a s a 
child, I am. 
The jury rendered a verdict as follows;— 
That' tho said Alexander Lutes came to his 
deatli by apoplexy of tlie brain, superinduced 
by the excessive use of alcoholic liquors, on 
tlie I7th of May, 1874, at tlie residence of his 
son-in-law, Abram Keyser, Washington ave­ 
nue, in the city of Kingston, between the 
hours of 2 and 4 o’clock a . m. ; aud that the 
said liquor was furnished to deceased by 
Abram D. Mains, and procured by the said 
Mains from the stores of Mrs. Michael Welsh 
and Patrick Casey.
